MACHINE TO FIGHT 
SOW THISTLE PEST 


It has fallen to the lot of one of 
Alberta’s, old-time farmers to be the 
first in the field with a modern device 
for the successful eradication of the 
sow thistle and the twitch grass. This+ 
new farm implement has been invent- 
ed and perfected by ex-M.P. D. W. 
Warner, and is made in the form of a 
large rotary wheel with spiked pro- 
jections on it which tear up the soil 
and the roots of the weeds, leaving 
them on the surface to be collected 
by hay rakes, Mr. Warner has been 
working on this machine for some 
years now and has had his machine 
patented in Canada. Several of the 
machines are being constructed in’ 
Calgary to be used for demonstration 
purposes only.

Heavy Timber Belt North of Winfield a Raging Inferno 
With Flames Leaping a Hundred Feet In Air—Estimat- ‘ 
ed Conflagration Has Spread Over Twelve Sections of 


Territory 


Winfield, Alta., May 22.—Forest fires 
which have been raging in this dis- 
trict for over a week assumed tre- 
mendous proportions on Friday after- 
noon last as the result of strong winds 
which prevailed for several hours. The 
sawmills of Stanford Nelson, the Knob 
Hill Sawmill company and_ Carrol 


struggle by a large number of fire- 
fighters. During the conflagration 
a building on the Carroll Bros.’ plant 
caught fire, but owing to precautions 
taken to have every available man on 
the spot the buildings were eventually 
saved, 


During the worst period of the fire 
the heavy timber belt north of Win- 
field was a raging inferno. Flames 
leaped a hundred feet in the air, and 
burning embers were carried, accord- 
ing to the’ fire ranger, for over a 
quarter of a mile. It was fortunate 
that the wind was blowing northwest 
or nothing could have saved the town. 
As it was, over 50 men, women and | 
children with pails and wet sacks, 
prevented the back fires from reach- 
ing the buildings and putting out fires 
that had started from flying embers. 

The fire ranger sent to Buck lake 
during the afternoon for the portable 
fire engine supplied by the forestry 
department, and with the help of this 
wonderful appliance a great deal of 
work was done to prevent the spread: ' 
ing of the fire to other timber belts, 
but the fire has now reached such 
large proportions, covering several | 
sections, that it will be almost im: | 
possible to extinguish the outbreak 
completely unless rain intervenes. 
There are still a number of men out

Friday's fire will not be forgotten 
by residents of Winfield for a long 
time. From the time the fire passed 


from 


east of Carroll’s mill to the timber belt 


north of the town was only a matter 
of 30 or 40 minutes, and it seemed 
certain that the town was doomed as 
the wind was blowing a gale, and car- 
rying everything in the line of in- 
flammable material from the timber 
and dropping it further in the front of 
the raging fire, but the direction of 
the wind was from the west with a 
slightly northerly tendency and as it 
did not change, the situation as far as 
the town was concerned was seen to 
be safe. 


One house owner near the timber 


‘belt moved furniture and effects half 


an hour before the fire reached his 
dwelling, but the house was saved by 
firefighters after strenuous’ efforts. 
The fire came just north of the town 
like a roaring express train with noise 
like heavy thunder claps. 


During the height of the fire large 
numbers of crows, rabbits and other 
animals were scurrying to place of 
safety making various calls. Big 
spruce, tamarac and immense poplars 
were dropping everywhere, Pine trees 
gave forth sounds like the screaming 
of shells, In the evening the burning 
timber, stretching over miles of coun- 
try, presented a wonderful spectacle, 
and when the wind passed over the 
scene it was like an enchanted city. 
Burnt timber crashed to the ground 
with a Booming sound and could be 
heard for miles, big pine stumps flared

Mr. Elliason of the 
Knob Hill Sawmill company hae a 
number of his men out fighting fire on 
Saturday, but claimed that iit was im- 
possible to put it out as the fire was 
! burning in the ground. All the «m- 
ployees of the sawmills, men of the 
town and a large number west uf Win- 
fleld who were working on the road 
were called out.by the fire ranger 
and worked from noon Friday and ut 
to 9 o’clack that evening before they 
had the worst part of the fire under 
control, Patrols were then put on 
over night to prevent the tlre reach- 
ing the town in the event of the wind 
changing. The patrols were gradually 
reduced and now there are only about 
twenty men out.

The paper mulch—which is 
a ‘preparation of cheap grade paper 
with asphalt—will be manufactured in 
Victoria, B.C. Mr. C. F. Eckhart, of 
Washington, D. C., formerly manager 
of a sugar plantation in Hawaii, who 
has been engaged in reserch work 
regarding this ufque*‘ method of hor- 
ticulture and who is now in Victoria, 
reports that Dr. Lewis H. Flint 
of the biophysical department at 
Washington, has obtained highly satis- 
factory results.

CHARGED WITH SWEEPING 
DIRT INTO STREETS 


Six Calgary merchants were fined 
$1 each in police: court on Friday 
morning when .they appeared’ on 
charges of violating a city bylaw, that 
of sweeping dirt from the sidewalk 
into the gutter.

GIVEN U.S. PATENT 


Washington, May 19. — Henry FP. 
Christie, of Edmonton, Alberta, today 
was awarded a’ patent for a multiple- 
tap switch. He filed his patent appli- 
tion June 11, 1926. The patent has 
not been assigned for manvfacture. 

Officially, the invention is described 
as follows: 

“A multiple-tap switch comprising 
a fixed base and a moveable portion, 
pairs of contacts secured to the base 
in @ circular series, single contacts 
carried by the movable portion and 
adapted to bridge the lower pairs of 
contacts, and a single leading contact 
adapted to engage only one contact 
of any pair whereby both connections 
of any apparatus connected to the 
switch. and head of the leading con- 
tact. are completely disconnected from 
those already actuated by the switch 
behind said leading contact.

COMMUNICABLE DISEASES 

There is a fairly large group »f dis- 
eases which are called communicable 
—Diphthcria, scarlet fever, meusles, 
whooping cough, pneumonia, tubercu- 
losis, typhoid fever, smallpox and 
chickenpox, to name some of the more 
common ones in this country. They 
are given this-name because of one 
outstanding and important character- 
istic, They are all spread from one 
person to another, from the sick to 
the well, and usually the spread is 
fairly direct. 


The reason Why these diseases are 
communicable is that: they are all 
caused ‘by disease germs. Disease 
germs are so small that we cannot see 
them without the aid of the micro- 
scope; for that reason: they are called 
‘microscopi¢. :iThey' live; grow and 
multiply just as truly as if they were 
many times bigger. It is the trans- 
ference of these living germs from the 
sick to the: well which accounts for 
the spread ‘ot the communicable dis- 
eases. Each of the communicable dis- 
eases is caused by its own special 
germ. The disease germ which causes 
diphtheria never caused any other dis- 
ease, and no other disease ‘Berm ever 
causes diphtheria. 


Disease germs do not grow in nature 
outside the human or animal body. 
They may exist for a time, but they 
do not grow and multiply. Some of 
them are hardier than others, but sun- 
light kills them all in a short time. Bad 
smells are offensive and we -do not 
want them, but bad smells do not 
cause communicable (diseases. Such 
diseases are always caused by disease 
germs, and because of the fact that 
these disease germs die comparatively 
quickly outside of the human body, 
the spread is practically direct from 
the sick person to the well. The spread 
of most of them is by the transference 
of germ-laden secretions of the sick 
person by coughs, sneezes, kissing, 
fingers soiledwith saliva, or common 
eating and drinking utensils.
